This new scheme, which has never 
been tried in the retail trade before 
either in this country or the United 
States, is being undertaken by Bar 
net Gold & Company, incorporated 
insurance brokers, of 415 Oxtord 
Street, London, W.1. This is so far 
the only source for insurance 
of this kind 

In effect it will mean that shop- 
keepers who take out one of the new 
policies will be covered up to 75 per 
cent of their losses resuiting from 
bad debts on hire purchase business, 
whatever the reason.

On the assumption that a 
Research Association would be set 
up the B.F.M. officers are of the 
opinion that every effort should be 
made to secure, with Trade Union 
support, the winding-up of the 
F.D.C, and the transfer of its 
organisation and assets in part to 
the proposed Research Association 
and in part to the body to which 
responsibility for the other work is 
transferred, 

If the Board of Trade for any 
reason refuses or finds itself unable 
to agree the proposals made in 
regard to a Research Association, it 
might be necessary to consider 
agreement in the F.D.C, being kept in 
being for some further time, pro- 
viding its terms of reference were 
restricted to “promotion,”  F.D.C., 
from its levy supporting the 
Research Association and making 
grants to the J.I.C, or other body 
set up to “undertake” in the 
manner which has been discussed. 

There is, however, a further aspect 
of this matter which cannot be 
ignored.

A Research Association of the 
kind envisaged in the Report will 
have to have at its disposal an

HE L.F.M. has about 600 members |

*&* It would be unwise at this 
moment to comment strongly or 
to criticise the document which 
is, so to speak, sub judice. But 
from the first part it is evident 
that the B.F.M. intends to be, as 
it now claims to be, the national 
body of the furniture industry.

This would entail the setting up 
of a Furniture Research Associa- 
tion. With approval of the Board 
of Trade, a compulsory levy (con- 
siderably smaller than the present 
levy) would be made on the 
industry and the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
would be asked to supplement 
such levy with a grant. 

It is clearly seen that the pro- 
posed Research Association 
would not have the scope of the 
present F.D.C.; but it is fully 
intended that such development 
work shall be carried on, perhaps 
extended, within the orbit of the 
B.F.M. 
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Thus, it would seem, the activi- 

ties of the F.D.C., both in 
research and in development, 
would be undertaken by the 
industry itself—and at a lower 
cost to that industry. 
*%* One of the strongest hopes 
tacitly expressed in this document 
is for a close partnership between 
both sides of the industry, the 
employers and the trade unions. 
We believe that such co-operation 
is essential, and should be forth- 
coming, fully to implement this 
new “set up” which could work 
for the greatly increased welfare 
of our industry. 

This blue-print for the future of 
the industry has been prepared 
with diligence and a calculated 
endeavour to present a factual, 
well-documented case. 

It demands—and we are sure 
it will receive—the earnest study 
of all concerned. We counsel 
them to approach their task in 
the same spirit in which the report 
was prepared.

Many of the smaller 
members have been prominent in their 
support for standards 
Following a review of the bedding 
industry in 1947 and conditions then 
prevailing, the Council were unani 
establishing a “ National 
Minimum Standard of Quality Com 
mittee.” A certain amount of work 
was carried out but after encounter- 
ing some difficulties it was decided to 
all an extraordinary general meeting 
of all members on July 1, 1948, in 
order to instructions on future 
policy. This action could scarcely be 
termed “dictation and bureaucratic 
Chis not seem to indicate a 
departure from democratic principles. 
The meeting was exceptionally well 
attended and the question of time or 
money did not deter a considerable 
number of small bedding manufac- 
turers, from all parts of the country, 
being present. A very full discussion 
took place and there was some plain 
speaking As a result the following 
resolution was passed by what could 
only be described as an overwhelming 
majority 
“That this that 
the Federation shall sponsor national 
minimum standards for bedding; 
that this Federation will use every 
means at its disposal to ensure that 
these standards are adhered to by 
bedding manufacturers; that this 
Federation shall fix a standard at 
such a level that will bring about 
statutory enforcement.”

Materials. These were submitted to 
all members for comment and there 
after placed before an extraordinary

Standards of Quality for Pillows, 
Soft Mattresses and Spring Interior 
Mattresses contained in Documents 
$Q/5127, SQ/5128 and SQ/5129 
and the Correct Descriptions of 
Fillings Materials contained in 
Document C/112 (2nd _ Revised 
Edition) be approved and adopted 

That the observance ot such 
National Minimum Standards of 
Quality and such Correct Descrip 
tions of Fillings Materials be made 
a condition of membership on any 
date or dates to be determined by 
the Council,” 


Once again the industry was 
indebted to the Trade Press for giving 
wide publicity to the meeting and the 
result. Federation members were, of 
course additionally advised through 
the usual channels. 

At this stage, and for the benefit of 
your correspondent, the National 
Minimum Standards of Quality Com 
mittee consisted of past and current 
executive officers of the Federation 
and two members elected by each 
geographical section, Did the com- 
mittee comprise only the large 
members ? Not by any means—it 
claimed, and rightly so, to be a true 
and fair cross section of the bedding 
industry. The committee sought and 
received the advice of the affiliated 
associations and of various individual 
members. 

So to February, 1952, when the 
Utility Scheme was withdrawn. In 
discussions at that time with Ministers 
of H.M. Government, officers of the 
Federation gave an undertaking that 
the industry would take steps to 
institute British standards for bedding 
with the least possible delay. This 
action on the part of the officers was 
subsequently confirmed by unanimous 
resolve of the Council. 

On being so invited by the Federa 
tion the British Standards Institution 
set up a Bedding Standards Com- 
mittee Whilst comprising of all 
interested parties the committee had 
within its ranks a preponderance of 
bedding manufacturers, again showing 
a fair cross section of the industry. 
The Federation’s standards were taken 
as a basis for British standards. In 
April, 1952, draft British standards 
were circulated to all interested. 
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hundreds of comments were 
received and each was painstakingly 
examined and carefully considered by 
the British Standards Institution Com- 
mittee. Certain alterations were made 
and an acceptable British Standard 
for Bedding was introduced in July, 
1952 

May | say that at all stages of the 
development and progress of bedding 
standards the fullest publicity has 
been given to the actions of the 
Federation 

That per cent and 
90 per cent of the United Kingdom's 
bedding production is estimated to be 
with British standards 
indication as to how British 
standards are being judged. The real 
answer is not to wait a few years as 
your correspondent suggests. British 
standards are here and like all 
standards they must be subjected to 
constant review 

Now to September, 1954, and the 
action of the Council which has stirred 
your correspondent. Surely the decision 
of the Council is the logical outcome 
to the instructions given in July, 1948, 
and subsequently. Be it noted by your 
correspondent that the 1948 resolution 
has never, in spite of ample oppor- 
tunity, been countermanded, amended, 
altered or withdrawn.

(continued from previous page) 
years. For example, there was always 
a fall in August. These monthly 
fluctuations could be eliminated by 
taking a yearly “ moving average” of 
the figures: determining the value of 
any month by taking the average ot 
the year in which it was the centre. 
In this way the trend of the retail 
sales index could be isolated. The. most 
recognisable feature was the recession 
of 1951-52 

Using this trend, it was possible to 
separate out the monthly movements 
within any year. The actual index 
numbers were simply expressed as a 
percentage above or below this trend 
For example, August was usually 
about 10 per cent below the trend. If 
the real seasonal fluctuation were 
identical in each year the percentage 
values for each month would be 
approximately the same. As it did, in 
fact, vary from year to year according 
to changes in consumer habits and 
retail practice, a typical seasonal 
pattern could be determined only from 
some sort of average of the values in 
the different years. 

The pattern revealed a fall from 
January to February with a fairly 
sharp recovery in March and a gradual 
fall into the summer months, 
rises in May and July. 

Once the holiday period was over 
there was a sharp increase in Septem- 
ber and October, falling away gradu- 
ally to November and December. A 
slight recovery in January completed 
the cycle 


Typical Of Household Goods 


Such a pattern was approximately 
typical of other ‘household 
with one major difference, soft fu 
nishings and floor coverings which 
grew steadily from August to a peak 
in December 

The seasonal peak for 
itself was in the early part of 
winter rather than in December 

One of his charts showed 
patterns of furniture and furnishing 
sales by large retailers and independ 
ent retailers (with fewer than ten 
brands) together. The December peak 
was evident in both the main 
difference arising from the spring, 
when independent retailers showed a 
substantial increase over large retail 
ers, balanced by a decrease in the first 
quarter of the year. 

This might be due to a difference in 
the type of goods sold by the inde- 
pendent retailer rather than a differ- 
ence in the actual demand pattern, 
although this latter supposition was 
also possible.
